Bids for the construction of the 
new addition to the Antioch public 
grade school will be opened by the 
board of education Tuesday eve- 
ning, March 21, Principal Richard 
Whitacre announced, 

A decision to let the contract this 
year was made recently with the ac- 
ceptance of the working drawings 
of the architects Ganstor and Hen- 
ninghausen of Waukegan. 

The addition calls for two class- 
rooms, one of which will be con 
structcd for kindergarten pupils; a 
cafeteria and kitchen; a combined 
gymnasium - auditorium; shower 
rooms and storage. 

The auditorium will be just back 
of the newer part of the present 
building. 

Tho present building was so con 
structed that one section now used 
as a hall can bo made the stage of 
the auditorium just by removing the 
wall between the two additions. 

It was on March 20, 1946 that the 
district voted a bond issue of $146,- 
000 to make the improvements. At 
that time the costs of building were 
so high the school board decided to 
wait a while and so deposited the 
$146,000 in tho Federal Reserve 
bank at interest. 

Now that building materials are 
more plentiful the board believes 
that it can get the job done at big 
reduction. The members hope to 
get bids around 70 cents a cubic 
foot considering the fact that much 
of the construction is in the audi- 
torium which doesn't call for so 
much detailed work and partitions. 
Should the bidding be satisfactory, 
the contract will be let soon and the 
contractor given opportunity to 
finish the addition by the opening 
of school next year.

Antioch is beginning to feel the 
pinch of the coal shortage owing to 
the prolonged strike of miners. 

With local coal dealers rationing 
fuel in one ton lots and very little 
or no coal coming in, the village 
has a supply estimated between 10 
days and two weeks. 

Tho public grade school has a 10- 
day supply and this only if mild 
weather persists. After that the 
school will be closed Principal 
Richard Whitacre said. 

The high school has a three-week 
supply for general heating and a 
lesser supply of stoker coal for the 
warm air furnace, according to 
Principal T. R. Birkhead. 

St. Peter's parochial school hasn't 
a worry. It uses oil. 

lhe school^ have some concern 
over the situation even though the 
strike is settled this week. It will 
take some time for the miners to get 
into production and start the coal 
on its way. 

Possibility that there may be a 
dimout of lights appeared in the 
Chicago area yesterday because of 
the lack of coal for use by the 
power companies. The Public Ser- 
vice Co. of Northern Illinois with 
its plant at Waukegan has been us- 
ing oil and gas to conserve its coal 
supply. Several car loads of oil ar- 
rive daily for the plant's use. Had it 
not been for the oil and gas the 
plant would be down by this time. 

The North Shore area is more 
fortunate than other areas because 
enough coal is shipped in by boat, 
before winter sets in to Jast through- 
out the winter. 

The main trouble in most homes 
and even in the schools and busi- 
ness places there isn't enough stor- 
age space to carry a year's supply. 

"We usually get enough to last 
us until March," said Principal 
Whitaker of the grade school. "That 
was the case this year and we now 
have enough to last until March 10 
through strict conservation."'" 

The miners and mine owners have 
bogged down in all of their confer- 
ences and the president has appeal- 
ed for an early setllement under 
threat that the goverment will take 
over.

He never knew when the 
guns would be fired, however, and 
he went through "last moments" 
each time. 

He weighed 160 pounds when he 
went to the camp and came out a 
mere skelton at 70 pounds, 

Born in Highland Park, 111., the 
speaker was but six years old when 
he went to Italy with his parents, 
and later became a priest. He mo- 
deled his boys* town after the one 
in Omaha, Neb.

McClory Tells Sportsmen 
Wealth is in Resources 



Woodstock — Robert McClory, Lake 
Bluff attorney and Republican can- 
didate for the legislature, advocated 
a non-political conservation pro- 
gramc for the state. 

He addressed the. Woodstock chap- 
ter of the Illinois Federation of 
Sportsmen. In his address he said: 

"The wealth of this nation and its 
future are not nearly as dependent 
upon a dole or pension of $100 per 
month, and much similar proposals 
measured in dollars and cents, as by 
the resources of our nation mea- 
sured in terms of oil, mines, forests, 
soil and wildlife. Conservation is 
certainly not a subject which should 
be employed for playing politics, or 
promoting political ends.'" 
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You're Safe on a Train 

At the last session of Congress, legislation was 
proposed which would, in effect, have given the gov- 
ernment vague and sweeping authority over railroad 
practices and regulations that are involved with safe 
ty. Inasmuch as the safety factor enters directly or 
indirectly into every phase of railroad operation, this 
legislation, had it passed; would have provided power- 
hungry bureaucrats with a field day. 

Fortunately, it didn't get anywhere, but such 
proposals have a habit of turning up again and again, 
like the proverbial bad penny. So it would be a good 
idea for the public to learn just how safe the rail- 
roads are. 

Railroad safety was covered graphically by a 
Houston Press staff writer who had interviewed a 
railroad spokesman. He said: "You're safer in those 
plush super trains that whisk you across the country- 
side at 90 miles an hour than you'd be with an inside 
straight at your club ... If your life depended solely 
upon your immunity from passenger train accidents — 
while you're a passenger — your life expectancy would 
be 20,000 years, or 20 times the age of Methuselah . . " 

In 1948, the number of people killed in train 
accidents was the smallest for any of the 61 years 
for which the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
kept records. And 43 per cent of last year's fatalities 
were persons involved in highway crossing accidents, 
while 35 per cent of the deaths came to trespassers on 
railroad property. 

No form of fast comfortable transportation ever 
devised is as safe as the railroads. 

* v- * 

Penalizing Price Reductions 

One of the most destructive ideas now held in 
high official circles is that size is, per se, an indication 
that a business is wicked and should be broken up. 
A perfect example of that theory is found in the gov- 
ernment's antitrust suit against the largest chain store 
system in the country. 

In an attempt to make its case, the government 
attorneys argue that this chain is a monopoly which 



strangles and prevents competition. Yet everyone 
with eyes to see must know that Is not true. This 
particular chain has stores in a great many cities and 
towns. In every one of them It must compete directly 
with Independently owned local stores and, in most 
localities, with other chains. No one has to trade 
w ith it— the consumer, if he doesn't like it or thinks 
he can get a better buy elsewhere, simply moves on 
down the street and takes his business to the store 
of his choice. This is proven by the fact that thou- 
sands of other stores, operating in the -territory serv- 
ed by the chain, are prospering and expanding. 

The government's brief also criticizes the chain 
for cutting prices. This will seem a strange point of 
view to housewives whose biggest headache is making 
both ends meet in these high-cost days. Competition, 
in any field, always leads to lower prices, better ser- 
vic, improved qualities, or some other consumer ad- 
vantage, and that is why it is a healthy economic 
force. Our past conception of monopoly was a concern 
that got a strangle hold on the supply of a product 
and used this power to exploit the buyer. 

The only reasonable explanation for this suit 
is that it is an attempt to make size a crime. That 
point of view, once accepted, could destroy our 
economic strength. 

The Right to Speak 

The great strength of the United States is de- 
rived in no small part from the sharp public scrutiny 
under which officials of the government must con- 
stantly live. We arc not a nation of blind followers. 
We do not recognize the concept of the superman. 
Even in the military establishment, from the most in- 
conspicuous enlisted man to the highest general or 
admiral, initiative and resourcefulness are expected. 
If national security and common sense require a 
deviation from the pattern of tradition, an American 
does not hesitate. Tradition takes a back seat and on 
occasion the rules are stretched. 

Congress, in typical American fashion, recently 
conducted an investigation in an effort to get to the 
bottom of the armed forces and inter-service contro- 
versy. Top level Army. Air Force and Navy officers 
were called to the witness stand. The Navy did not 
acree with the views of the other services. Navy 
witnesses spoke as citizens who were concerned over 
the future defense of the country. Regardless of whe- 
ther one shared their opinion?, the fact remained 
that they were testifying at the request of congres- 
sional representatives of all the people. It was the 
scrutinizing process of the people at work. Within 
a few days, Admiral Denfeld, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, was removed from his post with "brutal di- 
rectness." The obvious conclusion was that he had 
been removed because of his testimony, although 
this was denied. It appeared to be the price he was 
forced to pay for telling the truth as he saw it at the 
demand of Congress. His removal under such cir- 
cumstances established a precedent of censorship that 
is a repudiation of a fundamental right of the people 
in this country— the right to examine and criticize 
the policies and activities of their public servants and 
government, without fear of reprisals.

Public Service Company of Nor- 
thern Illinois serves electricity to 
about 450,000 industrial, business, 
residential, and farm customers in 
northern Illinois outside the Chica- 
go City limits. 

These customers live In about 350 
suburbs and outlying communities 
stretching from the Wisconsin line 
on the north to Lombard on the 
■west and on south and southwest to 
bclo wKanknkec, Pontiac, Streatcr, 
Lacon and Toulon. 

About 25,000 of these customers 
live on forms. 

The company's electric service 
area covers 6,200 square miles. 

The population of this service 
area is approximately 1,500,000 peo- 
ple. 

The company's two main power 
stations arc at Waukcgan and Joliet. 
There is a very small hydro-electric 
plant at Kankakee. 

To get the power produced at 
these stations to you, we transmit 
it over 1800 miles of high voltage 
lines (33.000 volts to 132,000 volts) 
to dozens of strategically located 
sub-stations and distribution cen- 
ters. From these substations and 
distribution centers it fans out over 
another 12,000 miles of lower volt- 
age feeder and distribution lines. 
And from these distribution lines it 
gets to you via your individual ser- 
vice drop (You kno, the wires that 
come from the pole in the alley tu 
the brackets attached to your 
house). Nobody knows how many 
miles of service drops there are but 
you could get a rough idea by multi- 
plying the length of the one in your 
back yard by 450,000. 

The company has approximately 
GOO linemen to maintain these lines 
and to repair them when they ore 
damaged. 

When a storm like last week's 
hits, how do wo do it? Those GOO 
linemen really pitch in and work 
almost continuously around the 
clock repairing the broken wires. 
They are backed up by several hun- 
dred service clerks, maintenance 
men, salesmen, stenographers, en- 
giners, dispatchers, telephone oper- 
ators (yes, and vice-presidents) who 
help handle complaints, dispatch 
crews, operate coffee and sand- 
wichbrigades, and do other emer- 
gency work. 

But there is a definite pattern to 
all this apparent confusion. First 
things do come first. 

For example, let us imagine that 
your home town is plastered by an 
ice storm. Trees, power lines, tele- 
phone wires, etc., really get flatten- 
ed. Where do we start. 

First come any downed wires that 
might bo live and thus a public ha- 
zard. We deaden those fast. 

Next come the transmission lines 
Iceding your town. (There is no use 
to fix up the distribution lines in 
the town if the transmission lines 
back of them are dead). 

Next come the distribution lines 
in you rtown. Who gets preferred 
treatment? That's easy — the city 
water pumping station, fire and po- 
lice protection, sanitation facilities, 
the local hospital, and other services 
such as newspapers, radio stations, 
etc., vital to the protection of pub- 
lic health and safely. 

After that comes the lines serving 
.homes and businesses. We fix the 
primary wires first to pick up the 
.largest areas with the most custo 
mers as quickly as possible. Then 
come the smaller circuits, maybe a 
.square block or two of homes. And 
finally the individual house where 
the service drop is down. When all 
■customers arc restored to service, 
we fi Jiolly pick up th street light 
•circuits that arc still out. 

Sure, we know it makes you a 
.little sore if your lights ore out and 
all your neighbors' lights are on. 
But figure it out for yourself. Your 
.service drop is lying on the ground. 
You're one guy. A few blocks away 
several hundred homes are blacked 
out. By fixing their broken circuit, 
.several hundred homes are restored 
to service. When all such circuits 
are fixed, we backtrack and pick up 
the individual service drops like 
.yours. Maybe you don't like wait- 
ing a few more' hours. Well, we 
don't like it either and we are sor- 
ry, but we think it makes sense. 

Now, you ask, why don't we put 
our lines underground? Well, we 
could. But underground lines cost 
many times more than overhead 
LHnes. Somebody would have to pay 
for such an additional huge invest- 
.ment. That somebody is you and 
.me. Our electric rates would have 
,to be much, much higher to cover 
the investmnt cost of underground 
ilincB. 

Our policy always has been to 
give the best possible service at the 
lower possible rates. So, our lines 
ar mostly overhead, and we take our 
chances on the rare ice storms like 
the one last week. Incidentally, this 
was the second really bad one in 
nearly a generation. The other one 
was the Nw Year's storm of 1948. 
Thse two cost the company about 
§250,000 each— mostly in labor and 
materials. The figure does not in- 
clude loss of revenue to the com- 
pany because of service being out.

Killed Their Own Case! 

For ten years the anti-trust lawyers hare been attacking the business methods that 
make it possible to give the public the best quality food at the lowest prices.

/They Appealed to New Orleans 

So they appealed Judge Atwell's decision to the three-judge Circuit 
, Court at New Orleans. 

One of the three, Judge Curtis L. Waller, agreed with Judge AtweU that 
. the case should be dismissed. 

The other two members of the Circuit Court, Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson, 
; Jr., and Judge Allen Cox, although saying the case should be tried, agreed 
that the indictment was vague and contained many allegations which were 
inflammatory. 

They decided that Judge Atwell at Dallas should protect A&P from these 
inflammatory allegations and could order the anti-trust lawyers to supply 
the defendants with a bill of particulars. 

So the case was back in Dallas again. 

Judge Atwell, carrying out the decision of the Circuit Court, struck 
out the inflammatory matter. 

He said that without this inflammatory and prejudicial matter the Grand 
Jury might never have returned the indictment. 

Judge Atwell said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
"There are many statements in the indictment which are not at all 
in violation, and are highly prejudicial and inflammatory" 

The anti-trust lawyers objected. They advanced an amazing argument. 
They said that the removal of their inflammatory allegations (which all four 
judges had agreed did not belong in the indictment) destroyed their case. 

Judge Atwell instructed the anti-trust lawyers to furnish the court 
with a bill of particulars. In short, he wanted specific charges instead 
of vague generalities. He set the deadline for furnishing this material 
at January 15th, 1944. 

.When the anti-trust lawyers twice asked for more time, pleading sickness 
, among their staff, Judge Atwell extended the time to February 25tn because 
;■ he believed that they were honestly trying, in good faith, to prepare the 
| material he had requested. 

Actually, it developed, they were using the time to get ready to drop the 
case in Dallas and start it in another court.

They Quit in Dallas 

On February 26th, while the judge was still waiting for his answer, and 
without any previous notice to him, the anti-trust lawyers gave a story 
to the newspapers in Washington, announcing that they were dropping 
the case in Dallas. 

They said that it was their intention "to file a substantially similar suit 
in an appropriate jurisdiction at an early date." 

The "early date" turned out to be the same day. 

As soon as one anti-trust lawyer killed the case in Dallas, another anti- 
trust lawyer filed a new case in Danville, Illinois. This new case made 
most of the same allegations that had been made and dropped in Dallas; 
and that are being made against us today. 

So now, according to the anti-trust lawyers, all four judges who had 
ruled on the Dallas case were wrong. 

Despite defeats in three federal courts in widely separated parts of the 
country, they continued their campaign to destroy A&P. 

When Judge Atwell heard of their action he ordered the anti-trust lawyers 
to prepare an order for his signature dismissing the Dallas case. 

In signing this order he said to the anti-trust lawyers: 
"This nolle prosequi does not have the sanction or approval of this 
court That is not necessary, nor that the government ask for the 
court's approval. 

"It is, however, a matter that may be presented to the other court and 
may be of interest to the people at large" 

So after their efforts to destroy A&P had failed in Washington, D. C, 
1 Wilson, North Carolina, and Dallas, Texas, the anti-trust lawyers moved 
on to Danville, Illinois. 

They were still determined to destroy this company which had brought 
more and better food at lower cost to millions of American families.

There was the time in Wilson, North Carolina, they 
said we and other good American citizens conspired 
to fix prices paid farmers for their potatoes. 

This was the time Federal Judge C. C. Wyche directed 
the jury to bring in a verdict of "not guilty". 

It was the time Judge Wyche said to the anti-trust 
lawyers: 

"In my opinion there is no testimony produced from 
which tt can reasonably be inferred that the de- 
fendants entered into a combination to depress or 
lower the price of potatoes. 

"I might say that I never tried a case in my life 
where a greater effort, more work, more investi- 
gation had been done, combing almost with a fine- 
tooth comb to gather evidence. 

, "But, as was said a long time ago, you can't make 
brick without straw, and you can't make a case 
without facts." 



There was the time in Dallas, Texas, when they made 
practically the same "allegations" they are making 
today. 

This was the time Federal Judge W. H. Atwell ruled 
that the case should not even be tried. He said that the 
indictment contained inflammatory statements that he 
would not permit to be presented to a jury.

"I know of no American rule, and I wish I had the

God knows we 
don't want it ever to occur in America that the size 
is going to determine whether a man is guilty or 
innocent."

Article No. 50 
Casualty Losses and Thefts 

Losses are allowed for property 
damaged or destroyed by natural 
forces such as freezing, fire, storms, 
floods, earthquakes, tornadoes or 
collision or some other type of ca- 
sualty not caused by the willful 
negligence of the taxpayer. These 
losses may be either on one's per- 
sonal property or on income-pro- 
ducing like a building or farm. 

The amount of loss is determined 
by the difference in the fair market 
value of the property just before 
the casualty and the fair market 
value immediately after the casual- 
ty. However, the loss may not ex- 
ceed the actual cost of the property 
involved. Any insurance received 
as reimbursement must be offset 
against the loss of the property to 
determine the amount of net deduc- 
tion. The amount may never exceed 
the adjusted basis of tiie property — 
that is, the cost less the depreciation 
allowed or allowable plus all better- 
ment.-; and improvements. 

It must be determined in all cases 
that the loss was not due to any 
willful negligence on the part of the 
taxpayer and that the casualty was 
entirely beyond his control. 

The loss of property sustained 
through theft or burglary may be 
claimed if evidence is submitted, 
but misplacement or careless leav- 
ing of an article or negligence in 
watching something like a purse or 
suitcase does not qualify the loss 
as deductible. 

You may not claim a loss on 
someone else's property, even 
though it was in your possession at 
the time of the casualty, and you 
may not deduct any damages paid 
for another individual's property or 
person.
